N the old days, when 1 was ca-
vorting with contraband through-
out the West Indles and South
America I ran into one unpleas-
ant Incldent which left me with
a large moral—or Immoral, ac-
cording to the point of view—
obligation on my hands. During
a quiet spell 1 had bought, at a
bargain, a little schooner at Bt.
Thomas, loaded her with mahog-
any at Santo Domingo and start-
ed for Liverpool to see what was going on in
that part of the world. We were caught in a
heavy gale and were forced to run Into Yar-
mouth, Nova Scotla, where we arrived In a
sinking conditon.

On the false charge that my papers were
forged, the agent for Lloyds’, with whom the
ship was Insured, selzed the vessal as I was
having her repaired and had me arrested for
barratry. 1 was taken to Hallfax, where 1
was put to considerable Inconvenience in se-
ouring balil

I pleaded my own case and, as goon as I
could get a hearing, was released, but in the
meantime "the agent for the underwriters had
libeled my ehip and sold her at auction, and
her new owners had sent her away Lo South
Awariea,

My last real adventure had ended with the
burial of the Leckwith, which sank In the Red
Sea, and 1 was hungry for some new excite-
ment—the very essence and sole enjoyment of
my life. While easting about for something to
gatisfy my appetite, the recollection of the
Yarmouth outrage came over me and 1 decided
to steal a ship and let the underwriters pay
for her, a8 partial compensation for the one
they had stolen from me.

After a survey of e avallable supply, 1 hit
on the Ferret, a handsome and fairly fast it
tle passenger steamer belonging to the High-
land Rallway Company, which was lying at
Gourock Bay on the Clyde. They would not
let her out on a general charter, which was
what I wanted, so I concluded to charter her
for n vear for a cruise in the Mediterra-
nean, with the option of purchase for fourteen
thovesand pounds at the end of that time. All
of the negotlations were conducted and the
deal closed by Joe Wilson, my trusted alde.
and I was careful to impress him with the ne.
cessily for the Insertion of the option-of-pur-
chase clause. 1 hatl so much confidenca in him
that 1 did not closely examlne Lie charier pa-
pers and not until it was too late 414 1 dis-
ecover thut he had neglected the one vital point.

My plan was to go back ount Hast and dig
ap the guns Frank Norton and 1 had burfed
on a little Igland whgn we left the China Sea,
and perhaps resume the unholy occupation of
preving on the pirates between Singapore and
Hong Kong, 1 wanted the optionwof-purchase
elauee Inserted In the charter partly as a sop
to my consclence and partly with the ldea
that 1f we were, by any remote chance, appre-
hended before we reached the China Sea 1
tould announce that 1 had exercised my option
and wags prepared to pay for the ship.

With the delivery of the charter, In proper
form, as I supposed, I made a great show of
fitting the a,hlp out for a yachting ecruise, at
the same time smuggling on board two small
tannon and a lot of rifles and ammunition.
Lorenven, my old captaln, was seriously i1,
#0 1 took on as sallingsanster A man named
Watkins. He was well recommended, but it
later developed that be had a straln of negro
blood and a well-defined streak of yellow. Tom
Lelgh, one of my old men, was first officer,
and next to him was George Ross, another
new one.

We coaled at Cardiff and cleared for Malaga.
Wa passed Gibraltar late in the afternoon, as
wae Intended, and slgnaled “All well” to the
observer for Lloyds’. As scon as It was dark
we headed over toward the other shore for
twelve or fifteen miles and then stood straight
out to sea agaln, As we mude the second
change In our course we slove ln a couple of
our boats and twrew them overboard, along
with a lot of Wepreservers. I wanled lo make
it appear that the Ferret had foundered, and
we ran Into a heavy blow which dovetalled
beautifully Into my scheme. At dayviight we
were well clear of Gibraltar but within sight
of the Moroccan coast, [ called the crew afll
and addressed them to this effect:

“Taking advantage of the option-of-purchase
«lause in the charter I now declare myself the
awner of this ship and will pay for her, as
stipulated, at tho end of the period for which
ghe is chartered. We are golng on o very dif-
ferent trip from that for which you slgned.
1t will be attended by some danger but, prob-
ably, by profits which will more than compen-
sate you for the risk you run. Those of you
who wish to go with me will recewe double
pay, & bonus of fifty dollara for signing new
papers, and a share of the profits from the

trip. Thotse who do not care to go may lake
a boat and go eshore.”

Every man agreed to stay with me. 1 there.
npon rechristened the ship the Indin—a name

degitimately held by a vessel on the other side
of the world, as was Indicated by Lloyds'
register—fired a gun and dipped the flag and
fleclared her in commission. At the same time
1 rechrigtened myself, a ceremony to which |
wag equally accustomed, and took the name
of James Stuart Henderson. [ presented the
ship with a new log and certificate of registry
and other necessary papers from the counter-
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Plttsburgb’s Smoke Nulsance

Over $600,000 worth of laundy of

and all of the
men glgned
the new ar
ticles. We
then headed
for Bantos,
Brazfl, with
the ldea of
keeping clear
of Hritish wa-
ters until the
lossg of . the
Ferret had be-
come an estab-
lished fact.

On the way
the brass
plate on the
main beam,
showing that
the engines
were built for
the Ferret,
was removed
and the new
name took the
place of the
old one every-
where about
the ship. The
chart - room
and wheel-
house were
taken off (he
bridge and rebuflt over the wheel amfdships.
Some of the upper works were stripped away
and the whole appearance of the vessel was
changed to such an extent that even her build-
€rs would hardly have recognlzed her.

At Bantos I bhought outright a cargo of
coffee and headed for Cape Town, South Af-
rlea, whera 1 consigned it to Wm. G. Anderson
& Bon, with instructlons to sell it for cash,
and quickly,

I made Lelgh salllng-master, and we Lleared
light for Australia, with a short stop at the
Mauritius for coal. We coaled agaln at Al
bany, West Australia. From there we went
to Port Adelnlde, South Australla, and then on
to Melbourne, where we came to grief. Of
Fort Phlllp Ilead we signalod for a pllot and
a canny Scot came aboard. He seemed sus-
pleions of ua from the first and I noticed that
he was studying the ship closely as we steamed
up te anchorpge off Williamstowsi.

1 landed at once and went to the Clvil Bery-
fee Club Hotel te recuperate from a bad crse
of malaria waleh I had contracted at the Mau-
ritlua, Whils not alarmed by the apparent
suspicion of the pilot I was Impressed by it
nnd gave stri~t orders to Leigh to allow no one
to come aboard. Leigh's one wenkness was
drink, and to guard against his hecoming help-
lessly Intoxlcated 1 Instructed Wilson either to
remain on bourd or visit the ship every day

My fever grew worse after 1 went ashore,
and ‘In two or three dnvs the doctor decided
that 1T should have a nurse, as 1 was all alone.
The doctor wis with me when the nurse ar-
rived, and as the lattor entered the door the
doetor made a quick movement as though
someLlhing had startled him, looking In amaze.
ment from one of us to the other. I could not
imagine what hgd happened untll he sald:

“That man looks enough like von to he yvour
twin brother! 1 never have seen such a re
semblance between two men!”

I surveyed the nurse more critlenlly and
gnw that we did look strangely alike, even
to the scarred face. The nurse sald his name
was William Nourse and that he had arrived
fn Melbourne only two or three days before
from Tnsmania, where he had worked in the
Hobartstown hosplital

While 1 was recovering at the holel, events
were tranegpiring In connection with the ship.
Wilson, It developed, soon relaxed hls vigl-

ernoon about ten days after our arrival at
Metbourne, ! received word from Joe that the

I told Nourse that a warrant was out for
my arrest on gome lechnloal viclatlon of the
port regulations, and that, while I had no fear
of the result of a (rial, I did not feel strong
enough to go through with it, and therefore
I intended to leave at once, and secretly, and
stay awny until the trouble blew over. He
ngreed to go with me, and soon after dark
we left the hotel quietly by a rear entrance
which opened on an alley.

Nourse was as game us a hornet and played

The trial was held before Judge Willilams
nnd resulted In a conviction. [ had expected

“CANADIUM” IS A NEW METAL

Discovered by Metallurgical Chemiast

While Investigating Gold Mine

In Britigh Columblia.

“Canadium' s the name given a
new metal discovered by A. G. French,
metallurgicnl chemist of Nelson, B, C,,
when Investigating s large gold mine
In that province. While examining &
deposit of platinum metals, he dis-
covered, sometimes isolated and some-
times in combination, another metal
whieh wag quite different from otber
members of the group, It has since
been found in many other Igneous
dikes In the vicinlty of Nelson.

Canndium s a beautiful white metal
but little softer than gold or silver
and meltlng at o somewhat lower tem-
perature. It {8 not taurnished by damp
atmosphere nor blackened or nfMected
by sulphoreted hydrogen, alkaline sul
phldes or tineture of lodine, which
blncken both sllver and palladium.
When burnlshed, it s much more
brilllant than efther sllver or pal
ladium.
